to do. That was to open those 
counters as they had all other 
sales displays to any customer 
who entered the doors open to all. 


Before so doing they met with 
city officials and the management 
of newspapers, television and 
radio. It mutually was agreed 
that publicity of any such decision 
would bring out the organized 
agitators, the hoodlums and the 
street drifters who make up mobs. 
City officials and business repre- 
sentatives asked they be given a 
chance to proceed without pub- 
licity. Media representatives, 
weighing their obligation of re- 
sponsibility, agreed. 


The result was that Negro cus- 
tomers were served. There were 
no incidents. In some instances 
white customers began conversa- 
tions and said they were glad 
the issue was settled. 


Two Facts 


Here we have clearly illustrated 
two important facts about the 
pressures in concentrated urban 
areas. One is that the majority 
of people want to do what is 
right. They may not like the idea 
of desegregated lunch counters; 
nonetheless, it is so preposterous 
to argue that a customer may buy 
everything else in a variety store 
but a cup of coffee or sandwich 
at the lunch counter, that even 
the objector realizes that business 
management can’t be expected to 
so insist. The average Southerner 
is as fair-minded as any other 
American. Given a chance he will 
show it. 


The second fact of life illus- 
trated by the Nashville story is 
one which must concern those who 
provide the public with informa- 
tion. The people have a right to 
the news. There is a duty to print 
and speak it. 


But there also is a further re- 
sponsibility. It is one owed the 
community and the nation. There 
is no government control over the 
press and there must not be. 
But it is only the witless person 
in television, radio, journalism or 
news magazines who does not un- 
derstand that an industrial civili- 
zation with an exploding popula- 
tion requires new thinking in this 
field as in all others. 


For the most part the press, TV 
and radio are responsible. But 
there is always the exception. 
There is the one who sensation- 
alizes, who deliberately foments 
excitement, who raises inflam- 
mable prejudices and who exploits 
them for readers or listeners. 


Usable Channels 


Television and radio are licensed 
by the federal government since 
they use the airways. The new 
chairman of the FCC quietly is 
conducting investigations into the 
more rabid local stations. Because 
of their unique method of publish- 
ing news, TV and radio have per- 
haps a heavier responsibility. 


The printed word is inanimate. 
But the spoken word has life and 
sound. The commentator, by in- 
flections, by emphasis, by speak- 
ing calmly, or with great excite- 
ment, quickly can create emotions 
where none existed. If we add to 
this the televised image of a popu- 
lar figure we have yet another di- 
mension. The impact of TV can 
be profound. On radio and TV the 
news is repeated over and over 
throughout the day, creating an 
accumulated effect.

By JOHN SCALI 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The So- 
viet Union suddenly called off an 
American goodwill visit by its air 


force chief Friday in another slap 
at the United States for sending 
spy pines over Soviet territory. 


The newest Kremlin move, on 
the eve of President Eisenhower's 
departure for the summit confer- 
ence in Paris, deepened the gloom 
about prospects for easing East- 
West tension. 


Top administration officials re- 
fused, however, to view it as a 
sign Eisenhower would have to 
cancel his trip to the Soviet Union 
or that the East-West parley in 
Paris would turn into a propagan- 
da circus.

1. The Soviet Union fired pro- 
tests to Turkey, Norway and Paki- 
stan, claiming their air bases have 
been used by U.S. spy planes. 


2. Norway officially protested to 
the United States on the ground 
that the plane downed over the 
Soviet Union May 1 might have 
been heading fer a Norwegian 
base at Bodo, as Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev claims. In- 
formed sources in Oslo said U.S. 
authorities had conceded Khrush- 
chev was correct. 


3. Pakistan President Mohamed 
Ayub Khan said in London his

Georgia Has Year 
To Reach Decision 


The decision by Negro attorneys not 
to appeal Federal Judge Hooper’s ruling 
that Atlanta’s school desegregation plan 
will go into effect in May, 1961, means 
several things. 

First of all it sets a definite date from 
which the judge has said there will be 
no deviation. In other words, the Atlanta 
plan—which has been accepted by the 
court—must be implemented with the be- 
ginning of the September, 1961, school 
term. Under the judge’s order, the plan 
will go into effect with or without action 
by the General Assembly. 

Should the Assembly fail to take ac- 
tion along the lines suggested by the 
judge and should any Atlanta schools be 
ordered to admit Negro pupils, under 
present state laws those schools would be 
closed. This the judge says would mean 
eventual closing of all schools in the 
state. This same conclusion has been 
reached by other groups, including the 
majority of the Sibley Study Commission. 

There the situation stands and no 
amount of rationalizing, defiance or wish- 
ful thinking will change it. Some way 
must be found to continue public educa- 
tion within the framework of federal 
court decisions or we face abandonment 
of the system of public schools. That, too, 
is a conclusion of the Sibley -group. 

Judge Hooper has upheld his earlier 
stated belief in deliberation rather than 
speed but at the same time he makes it 
perfectly clear that 1961 will be the “last 
chance” for legislative action. He sug- 
gests that pupil placement and local op- 
tion laws could be passed next January, 
notwithstanding present statutes and state 
constitutional provisions. 

The Sibley Commission’s “freedom of 
choice” plan offers a rational long-range 
program which could preserve public edu- 
cation while guaranteeing that no pupil 
would be forced to attend an integrated 
school. It also permits any community, 
which so desires, to close its public 
schools. 

Georgians and their representatives in 
the Legislature thus have a year in 
which to make their decision. The Sibley 
group and Judge Hooper have made the 
alternatives clear. In the end there will be 
public education. But without wise lead- 
ership and sober deliberation there could 
be a disastrous period of closed schools.

Foreign Aid Flexibility 
Is the Better Method 


Congress has sent the President a for- 
eign aid bill. It totals four-billion dollars 
but is 88 millions shy of what Mr. Eisen- 
hower asked. 

But the bill reflects congressional frus- 
trations and pettiness which so frequently 
flowers out of that condition. The bill is 
weighted with restrictions and sugges- 
tions. 

This brought from Sen. Fulbright, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, a rebuke which we wish to 
endorse. The senator pointed out with ir- 
refutable logic that a foreign aid bill must 
be flexible. The President must be able to 
use it as the needs demand. Congress 
cannot anticipate these. 

The senator was also soundly based 
in arguing against yet another fact-find- 
ing mission. He said the committee was 
already burdened down with voluminous 
documents and has more information than 
Congress can digest. Much of it is already 
out of date because of the swift changes 
which have occurred. 

Congress does seem to try and second 
guess, always with the benefit of second 
sight. A foreign aid program is vital to 
our future and it must be flexible.

The Seawolf, 
second of such craft, remained submerged 
for 60 days. Both events proved that the 
Navy is still manned by giants who can 
take physical and psychological punish- 
ment. 

Demonstrated for Khrushchev, too, 
is the fact that the growing U.S. under- 
seas fleet packs a potential might to de- 
ter aggressive intentions of any enemy.

Tax Equalization Move 
Is Gaining Supporters 


Four district units of the Georgia Mu- 
nicipal Assn. have gone on record in 
support of a broad program of property 
tax equalization. All other district groups 
are expected to follow suit as the associ- 
ation-sponsored move gains strength. 

The resolutions being adopted call on 
various civic organizations and groups and 
the state government to join in a program 
which will bring about more realistic tax 
appraisals throughout the state. 

The association and its various units 
are acting in behalf of all communities 
and of the state. The present structure is 
detrimental to economic and governmental 
progress and is, in fact, holding up growth 
and development of most counties and 
communities. 

At its recent meeting in Augusta, the 
County Commissioners Assn. also showed 
its awareness of the problem and the need 
to do something about it. Its district units 
have been asked to consider the feasibil- 
ity of reappraisals and to make reports 
on action taken. 

Wherever intelligent study has been 
brought to bear on this subject of tax 
equalization the inevitable conclusion has 
been that, applied on a statewide or com- 
munity basis, the results would be bene- 
ficial. And in practice it has proved to be. 

Antiquated tax structures, based upon 
economic and political foundations which 
no longer exist, remain one of the great- 
est problems of contemporary Georgia. It 
is encouraging to see more and more sup- 
port for applying the remedy.

But Khrushchev is not willing to 
look upon West Berlin as a chal- 
lenge which he will take up and 
eagerly endeavor to surpass. He 
can look benignly upon the United 
States and boast he will soon out- 
distance us. Not so Berlin. It may 
be too near at hand, its vision too 
visible. Berlin’s freedom and re- 
silience ard prosperity are a

“Let us assure you that there has been no funda- 
mental change in our jurisdictional structure,” says a 
statement released Friday by the bishops of the South- 
eastern Jurisdiction of the Methodist Church.

The Black Walls 


In October of 1952 at Waterford Park a young 
— named Bill Hartack made his first appearance 
he winner’s circle astride a horse named Nickelby. 


In ensuing years Hartack has developed into one of the greatest 
jockeys and most controversial figures in turf history. Headlines 
had hardly dried on the Hartack episode in the Kentucky Derby 
before Bill bounced back into print. 


Though he is now riding at Garden 
State Park in Camden, N.J., the new 
battleground is Baltimore. Pimlico 
stewards suspended Hartack Friday 
before he arrived on the grounds. 


es In fact, news that Hartack would 
» not show for a race Saturday after- 
' noon prompted the disfavor of the 
| stewards. Hartack sent word that he 
would not ride Airmans Guide in the 
$20,000 Blackeyed Susan stakes. 


The stewards announced it was in- 
f= definite as to when Hartack would 
e> ride again. It could have meant no 
ride on Our Jody in the Betsy Ross at 
Garden State, and maybe even no 


Preakness. 


But Friday night, in a surprise 
move, the little fireball, his lawyer 
and several others flew into Baltimore to talk things over. 
Hartack was restored to good standing, but was fined $200 for 
conducting business which should have been handled by his 
agent. Then he flew back to Garden State. 


Hartack is a complex young man who seems intent on running 
as an entry with trouble. He was the big story before and after the 
Kentucky Derby last week, when he almost lost his mount on 
Venetian Way before winning the race. 


Much has been written and said about the running feud between 
Jockey Hartack and Trainer Vic Sovinski. First inkling of the dis- 
pute was evident in Florida. 


—A Critic Who Meets With the Press 


Hartack, who says that he dislikes sports writers in general, is 
the only jockey who shows up at press parties. He was present at 
the Diplomat Hotel during gala festivities prior to the Florida 
Derby. In fact, he was one of the last to leave, and the fact that 
he had an appointment with Sovinski to work out Venetian Way the 
next morning did not hasten his departure. 


Hartack merely canceled the engagement to catch a bit of 
shuteye, neglecting to inform Sovinski of his decision. Sovinski was 
up before the sun, but Hartack did not arrive at the track until the 
next afternoon. Incidentally, he rode three winners. 


Bally Ache nipped Venetian Way by a nose in the $100,000-added 
event on Saturday, and Hartack aroused Sovinski again by pro- 
claiming he was aboard a short horse. In brief, that accusation 
meant that Sovinski did not have the colt ready for the race. 


The show then moved to Louisville where Bally Ache ran 
away from Venetian Way in the Stepping Stone a week before 
the Derby. Sovinski had instructed Hartack to steer Venetian 
Way to the middle of the off track; to hold the horse’s head up; 
to ride the colt out a mile and a quarter after the seven- 
furlong race. Hartack went to the rail, let the colt’s head bob 
and did not ride him out. 


Sovinski threatened to call Eddie Arcaro and give him a Derby 
mount named Venetian Way. When the chips, roses and $114,000 
were down, however, Hartack gave Venetian Way a rousing ride to 
down Bally Ache, 


Just to keep active during the week, he had engaged in another 
duel with the press in general and Churchill Downs Publicity Di- 
rector Brownie Leach in particular. Accompanied by his agent and 
a friend, Hartack was an uninvited guest at a press party at the 
Kentucky Hotel. Mr. Leach ushered Hartack and associates to the 
door and strongly suggested that they not return. 


—He Doesn't Fraternize With Jockeys 


Next time the press met Hartack was in the jockey quarters 
after the race. He launched the session by stating that he would 
answer “‘no stupid questions,” blasted a writer who called him 
“Willie” and decreased his popularity with Downs officials by say- 
ing that the Derby was just another race. 


Hartack felt right at home with..the Pimlico stewards. He 
has huddled with track officials on numerous occasions. For ex- 
ample, he déclared a Fred Hooper horse named Greek Circle “‘unfit’’ 
en route to the post in Florida last year and personally removed 
the horse from the race. 


He later engaged in debate with a Gulfstream Park vet 
over the fitness of a mount, reluctantly rode the horse to a 
second-place finish, then drew a $100 fine for voicing opinions 
about the vet’s ability. 


There was. of course, the famous stretch duel when Hartack 
won a foul claim against Manuel Ycaza in the 1958 Flamingo. 
Hartack and Tim Tam were bumper-to-bumper with Ycaza and 
Jewel's Reward down the stretch. 


On several occasions Hartack has canceled all mounts, incur- 
ring the wrath of trainers and stewards. Hartack not only doesn’t 
like trainers, stewards, writers, owners and assorted citizens, he 
doesn’t like jockeys. In fact, he punched an apprentice at Atlantic 
City two years ago. 

“You don’t have to associate with them, because you work 


with them,’ he explains. And after the Derby triumph, not a 
single jock said so much as hello to Bill. 


It came as no surprise to anyone in particular when Hartack, a 
self-styled interior decorator, painted the walls black in his house 
at Miami Springs.

This time it was I who tried to swing the con- 
versation back to fishing, but those guys were 
fired up and full of their subject. They told me 
that about 2,000 years ago a scholarly Chinese 
named Tsi Ai Lun had first invented paper by 
pounding the inner bark of the mulberry tree into 
pulp with hemp and rags and water. Rolled flat 
and dried, it made the first crude paper. 


About eight centuries after that, the Arabs 
conquered the Asiatic city of Samarkand, and 
along with it, some prisoners of war from China, 


who taught the Arabs the art of paper-making. - 


Because of the scarcity of forests in north Africa, 
the wood was omitted, and when paper-making 
reached Europe, it was purely a rag process. 


A French naturalist, Rene de Reaumur, is 


credited with first noticing how a wasp builds its ° 


paper nest by chewing up wood fibers, and pro- 
pounding the theory that man could duplicate 
the process—chemically that is, and not by chew- 
ing. But it wasn’t until about a century ago that 
wood began to take the place of such materials 
as rags, linen and cotton. Interestingly enough, 
one of the first successful paper mills in the 
nation to manufacture paper from southern pine 
trees was started in 1870, “near Atlanta,’ where 
pulp was made from a mixture of rags and the 
powdered wood of loblolly and shortleaf pine. 


Today, a large percentage of the 460 pounds of 
paper you and I use in its various forms every 
year, is made from southern trees, including both 
pine and hardwood.

The leveling out in mortage 
interest rates may force Savings 
and loan associations to cut 
dividend rates before year’s end, 
the president of the Federal Home 


Loan Bank of Greensboro indi- 
cated here Friday. 


John A. Fogarty, speaking be- 
fore some 800 savings and loan 
directors and officers attending 
the bank’s 27th annual stock- 
holders meeting in Atlanta, 
warned them not to become vic- 
tims of an income squeeze. 


Labelling this squeeze “‘the 
year’s most pressing problem”’ 
for savings and joan associations, 
he said it is resulting from “‘the 
upward trend in dividend rates 
on the one hand, and legal and 
competitive ceilings on mortg- 
age loan rates on the other.” 


His comments came on the 
heels of Thursday’s action by 
Home Loan Bank directors low- 
ering to 4% per cent the interest 
rate on loans made by the Greens- 
boro bank to 626 member associa- 
tions in the District of Columbia 
and seven Southeastern states. 


This reduction from the 5 per 
cent rate in effect for the past 
seven months reflected the “‘level- 
ing out” in interest rates which 
has taken place in recent weeks.

Suellen Beverly, the dynamic 
and pretty May Day chairman 
at the college, has served as 
consultant to tonight's festival 
at Agnes Scott and the presen- 
tation of Sophocles’ Electra 
which will climax the Greek 
ritual. 


As one of perhaps 25 seniors 
at Agnes Scott who are on the 
Independent Study program, 
Suellen has done her work on 
the great Greek tragedy which 
relates the story of a matricide. 


“The entire May Day pro 
gram will be a Greek ritual in 
honor of the god Dionysus,” 
Suellen explained, adding with 
a chuckle that he was the 
Greek god of fertility and wine. 
‘The May court will be dressed 
in Grecian costumes and carry 
flowers and grapes: they will 
serve as Dionysus’ high priest- 
esses.” 


VERY DIGNIFIED 


Suellen, who said she read 
Sophocles’ Electra ‘‘at least 60 
times,” studied all the inter- 
pretations of the day, and even 
examined Greek vase paintings 
to. plan authentic costumes for 
the play and festival, pointed 
out that Agnes Scott’s Greek 
ritual will be very dignified. 


“The rituals in Athens were 
very dignified—there was danc- 
ing, offering of sacrifice, and a 
procession from the precinct of 
the god to the theater,” Suellen 
said. ‘It was out in the rural 
areas of Greece where the cere- 
monies got a bit wild. But 
we're patterning our festival 
after the one in Athens.”’ 


As consultant, Suellen tried 
to see that as much of the May 
Day festival as possible will be 
authentic. She confessed that 
the dance group in Electra will 
be doing modern dance; but 
said the music, an original com- 
position for the play by Miss 
Margaret Fairlie, will even in- 
clude a harp and flute arrange- 
ment based on the first Delphic 
Hymn. 


MORBID-LOOKING 


To convey the feeling of the 
curse which hangs over the 
house of Electra, the sets for 
the play are dark, somber and 
morbid-looking.
